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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 
Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 
Group I. Claims 1-11, drawn to a grinding machine with a feed table, classified 

in class 241 and subclass 189.1; 
Group II. Claims 12-17, drawn to a grinding machine, classified in class 241 and 

subclass 190; 

Group III. Claims 18-20, drawn to a mounting arrangement, classified in class 
248 and subclass 205.1; and 

Group IV. Claims 21-27, drawn to a grinding machine with a mounting 
arrangement, classified in class 241 and subclass 101.71. 
The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

Invention of Group IV and Group I are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1 ) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed as evidenced by 
claim 21 . For example, claim 21 of Group IV does not require a feed table of claim 1 of 
Group I. The subcombination has separate utility such as it can obviously be used in 
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any grinding machine with a mounting arrangement and is not limited to the particular 
grinding machine of Group IV. 

Invention of Group I and Group II are related as combination and 
subcombination. Inventions in this relationship are distinct if it can be shown that (1) the 
combination as claimed does not require the particulars of the subcombination as 
claimed for patentability, and (2) that the subcombination has utility by itself or in other 
combinations (MPEP § 806.05(c)). In the instant case, the combination as claimed 
does not require the particulars of the subcombination as claimed as evidenced by 
claim 1 . For example, claim 1 of Group I does not require a mill box with apertures of 
claim 12 of Group II. The subcombination has separate utility such as it can obviously 
be used in any grinding machine with a feed talbe and is not limited to the particular 
grinding machine of Group I. 

Invention of Groups I, II, and IV and Invention of Group III are related as 
subcombinations disclosed as usable together in a single combination. The 
subcombinations are distinct from each other if they are shown to be separately usable. 
In the instant case, invention of Group III has separate utility such as an adaptor for a 
mounting arrangement. See MPEP § 806.05(d). 

Conclusion
